To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and other citi- 
zens: 


During the past year from February 10, 1957 to 
February 10, 1958 the following communicable dis- 
eases were reported:

Four Polio clinics have been held this year: May 28, 
June 7 and 28th, 1957 and February 4, 1958. 

Total number of inoculations given 336. Dr. Pawle of 
Steep Falls administered the inoculations. 

Immunizing with Polio vaccine is recommended for 
children and adults, and especially expectant mothers. 
It is only when the entire population is immunized that 
Polio will be wiped out. 


Since the Polio vaccine has been available we have 
had thirteen Polio clinics, starting in 1955. 


A “Town Dump” has been established at the foot 
of Pine Hill for Limington only. 

Three Immunization clinics will be held this Spring, 
for Smallpox, Whooping Cough, Diphtheria and Teta- 
nus. These will also include booster shots for continua- 
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tion of immunity. Notices will be posted in School and 
other public places regarding the dates. 

With thanks to those who have reported the com- 
municable diseases.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


I herein submit a brief report for the period between 
February 10, 1957 and February 10, 1958. 

The School Health Program consists of an annual 
check-up of the children. This check-up consists of ex- 
amination of throat, teeth, vision, hearing, skin, hair 
and general health of each child. 

After examination there is a follow-up with home 
ealls, regarding all defects. Also home calls for health 
problems reported by the teachers. The basic objective 
of the School Health Program is the prevention and 
control of diseases. Prevention pays life-long divi- 
dends in good health. 

Among the 124 children enrolled in the grades, the 
greatest need is dental care. A well balanced diet, 
with sweets kept at a minimum, proper toothbrushing 
habits learned in early life, fluoride treatments given 
by the dentist and annual visits to the dentist will 
greatly improve the dental and general health of our 
people.

Number of children found with defective permanent 
teeth—47 


Several homes visited regarding poor eyesight. It is 
very gratifying to report that most of the defective 
vision has been corrected, which makes the children 
happier in school. 
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Several children with questionable hearing were re- 
tested. 


A Diabetic Detection Test was given in the school 
building for children and adults. 200 tests and all neg- 
ative. 


Four Polio clinics have been held in the new school] 
building, with an excellent participation of the parents 
for the benefit of the pre-school and school children. 


There has been some minor health problems 
throughout the year, but upon investigation and inter: 
views were readily corrected. 


Our new school building is a great joy to everyone 
and it is kept nice and clean at all times. 


With many thanks to the teachers, parents and oth. 
ers, especially those who have given assistance during 
our many clinics.

The most important change in the curriculum this 
year was to drop the Agriculture course at the Acad- 
emy. There were very few teachers available, and as 
the shop facilities were not up to standard and there 
was no place for a teacher to live, it was impossible 
to fill the position. Chemistry was added to the curricu- 
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lum and facilities were provided for laboratory work. 

In the elementary school, the penmanship program 
started last year is proving very worthwhile. Increased 
emphasis has been given to the teaching of science, and 
the teachers attended an art workshop in September. 

The H. B. Emery School is in very good repair, but 
the Academy building and the gymnasium are far 
from the standards of a modern high school plant. 

A committee should be appointed to work with the 
School Committee on a survey of existing facilities, 
curriculum and future needs, and means of providing 
an adequate education for all. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the School Committee, 
the Town officials, and school personnel for their fine 
cooperation this past year.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF 
LIMINGTON ACADEMY 


To Chester R. Parker, Superintendent of Schools: 
Limington Academy opened on September 3, 1957, 
with three teachers and 50 pupils in attendance. The 
pupils included 12 Seniors, 10 Juniors, 13 Sophomores 
and ‘15 Freshmen. Five students have left during the 
school year. The faculty consists of Mr. F. Virgil Wood, 
a graduate of Bates College, Mr. John Mahoney, a 
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graduate of the University of Vermont, and Mrs. Cyn- 
thia Morgan, a graduate of Nasson College. 

Members of the graduating class of 1957 continuing 
their education are as follows: Linda Spraker at North- 
eastern Business College; Judith Edgecomb at Nasson 
College; and Mrs. Sylvia Pulsifer Bouchey at Gray’s 
Business College. Gordon Sanborn terminated his serv- 
ic2 with the Navy, and Melvin Axelsen his training 
in the Army. Lee Grover and Clinton Gammon are at 
present serving with the Navy. 

The problem of Approval of Maine Secondary 
Schools, as required by Section 98, C. 41 R. 8. 1954 as 
amended, of the State Laws of Maine, will become effec- 
tive July 1, 1960. As matters still stand, Limington 
Academy cannot be approved. This question must be re- 
solved prior to July 1, 1960. 

At present there is a definite trend toward a decrease 
in enrollment here at the Academy which is backed 
up by the present enrollment in the elementary grades. 
In view of this trend and the impossibility of accredi- 
tation in 1960 some serious thought should be given 
concerning the future of the Academy. 

The present faculty of three find it most difficult to 
teach and supervise under the limited staff member- . 
ship. They strongly urge and recommend increasing 
the number of teachers to the former number of four. 

In conclusion, I would like to express my apprecia- 
tion for the fine relationship between town and school.

This is the fifth year of serving hot lunches to the, 
children and teachers of the Harold B. Emery Jr. » * 
Memorial School and Limington Academy. 

We are furnishing the children the following: 

14 pint of milk. ° 
2 ounces of either meat, eggs, fish, dry beans, peanut 
butter or cheese. 
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3/4, cup of vegetable or fruit. 
1 slice or more of enriched bread. 
Dessert. 

Many children are availing themselves of the Special 
Milk served at recess and lunch time. We have served 
5,030 bottles of milk in addition to the milk served with 
the hot lunch. 

We have had several serious setbacks this year. The 
U. S. D. A. subsidy has been cut from 5 cents to 414 
cents per meal. And the price of milk has increased 
from 6 cents to 7 cents a bottle. This will not sound 
like very much to the average parent, but with serving . 
this many children it presents quite a problem along 
with the increasing cost of food. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools and 
the School Committee for their kind attention.
